Jamaica 




Jamaica is one of Long Island's oldest settlements. Transportation 
lines — roads, railroad, subway, and buses — help to make it the 
principal shopping center of Queens. Its business area along 
Jamaica Avenue looks like the main stem of a good-sized city. Its 
stores are used by families from many surrounding districts. The 
older sections of Jamaica are composed of long rows of frame 
single-family houses on narrow lots. The wealth of the area is con- 
centrated in the northeast corner, in Jamaica Estates, with its 
winding streets and large, private homes. Although Jamaica has 
been established since the Dutch occupation, it increased its popu- 
ation 24.7 per cent between 1 930 and 1 940.
